Hi Gang, 


I week ago I essentially asked the question, "Should I get rid of my Cubbie 
and build a Sierra"? 


Well, I recieved lots of very nice replies and here is a summary of the 
results. Lots of guys own both and had very good things to say about both 
rigs. 


Current wise (battery size), the Sierra consumes less current (2 watts 

@ 12.5 VDC on most all of the bands, mileage may very), than the Ten-Tec 
556. I don't have much of a problem pulling modules in and out of the 
Sierra, the new ones have covers on them with 2 pull areas (tight). The 
Sierra is very light weight, the better noise figure still resides with 
the Ten-Tec, but just barely (checked with a HP Analyzer). You will spend 
(if You are not into SSB) slightly over $300.00 for the 10 - 160 meters 
(band modules) version of the Wilderness Sierra vs. over $600 (band 
modules) for the 556. I like the patented Jones filter a bit better, in 
the Ten-Tec, but You can get used to the variable BW of the Sierra. A dsp 
filter would be an asset. All in all, I can hike into the wilderness, 
with a Sierra, comfortably (2 watts) & a 4 amp-hr. battery. Nothing 
against the Ten-Tec, but Wayne - N6KR has done a very fine job of 
constantly improving the radio (KC-2) & numerous mods are published. I 
have not seen a published list of mods, other than 2, for the Ten-Tec 
555. I am sure that Ten-Tec will improve their designs in the future too. 
The Ten-Tec 555/556 suffers from the uProcessor not completing the update 
loop, above 28 wpm (cw). I have not hit that boundary with the PIC in the 


KC-2. Each has pluses, but I like to have light weight gear, to carry up 
the side of a Mountain, here in New Mexico. 


Numerous mods & documentation are around for the Sierra. Stability 
(freq.) is with the 556, but You don't take either xcvr into extreme 
conditions. The Sierra, that I have, had gone together in 1 week & I was 
not pushing it. 


I happen to own both rigs, so will venture at least a partial response. 
To begin, let me say that I both of them equally. Let me also say that 
I did not myself build either of them, meaning that they work [only] as 
well as they were constructed. 


Frankly, I use them interchangeably, depending on my whims (and 
location, I guess). The TenTec is powerful, with a wonderful audio 
section. The band modules are xmuch* easier to change--you don't have 
to open a case, etc. And when I am using it I simply operate, almost as 
if it is simply a natural extension of what I am trying to do. I always 
chase the FOX with it. The quality of construction is flawless, and I 
have always found TenTec a pleasures to deal with, since I first 
purchased a PM-3a over thirty years ago! 


I like its backlighted frequency display, but it adds at least 100ma 
current drain (making it practically unavailable for portable use, 
despite its fairly compact size andbullte-proof construction). 


OTOH, I am equally thrilled with and intrigued by the Sierra, and will 
*xneverx trade mine away. Some guy decided to sell his, in a moment of 
indecision, I suspect. I have all modules for it, too. When I go 
portable, I take it, along with its smaller brother, the Norcal 40a. It 
is very quiet, easy to use, with extremely low current drain. Mine has 
the builtin KC-2 keyer/digital display, so it is a real "cadillac" 
compared to one with no KC-2 or even the KC-1. 


Personally I cannot tell any significant difference between the two rigs 
re sensitivity, and selectivity is adequate. 


As I look back over the rambling notes above I realise that the ARGO is 
my first choice for home QTH and convenience. And the Sierra is more 
for portable use in my situation, though it could easily serve as a 
main fixed QTH rig. 


Perhaps if I had gotten the Sierra first, might have never looked at 
the TenTec. But I am glad to own both! 


For what it's worth, I think you need to be comparing 3 radios--the Sierra, 


the Argo, and the QRP++. I have all three, so I can give you my thoughts 
in 
hopes that it might be of some benefit to you. 


First of all, let me say that I am an avid Ten-Tec man, and have been so 
for 

years. However, I think the Argo (and the Scout too) are not a 
particularly 

good buy. They are darn good radios, but overpriced in my opinion. By the 
time you add the band modules for all the bands, the noise blanker, and the 
mike, you have almost $900 bucks in the rig. That's really too much I think 
for a radio you have to swap band modules in. 


The QRP++ has generally the same features (but no noise blanker) with more 
convenience for $200 bucks less. The QRP++ also provides general receiver 
coverage, has a better variable filter, and works split! Admittedly the 
QRP+ 

and QRP++ have gone through some problems, but I think most of the big 
problems are solved now in the ++ and you get a damn fine radio for the 
money. I could go into more detail, but I may not need to. 


So where does the Sierra fit in? Well, first of all it's about than half 
the 

price (including the KC2) of an Argo. No SSB though, and I don't have 160 
meter or 10 meter modules yet. I'm not sure I can make a really good case 
for the Sierra over the QRP++ on a pure dollar/benefit basis, but there's 
something really magical about the Sierra that makes it a "must have" in my 
book. 


The Sierra is a truly top notch performing radio, particularly considering 
it's relative simplicity to construct. It's fun to operate (and 
smooth--maybe not silky smooth, but smooth) and you will hear anything the 
Argo or QRP++ can hear. Maybe more. It's still hard for me to believe 
(after building all those old Heathkits for all those years) that you can 
build something like the Sierra in two or three evenings that works so 
well. 

The feeling of accomplishment you get is really worth it. 


The coup'de grace' in the Sierra is the addition of a KC2. Now you have a 
homebuilt radio with some "gee whiz" add-ons that really work and are fun 
to 

talk about. The keyer is great, and the display is too. 


So, in a nutshell, I guess the last radio I would get rid of is my Sierra. 
But the QRP++ (and the Argo) have advanced features plus SSB which make 

them 

not really comparable. But if you want those type of features, get the 

QRP++ 


and forget the Argo. 


Digital hiss: 

Sierra with digital readout none, 555 Scout -lots, its annoying 
> 

>pleasure to use ratio 


Scout has SSB and 5W 

Sierra has CW only, has 1 to 2W max depending on band 

Scout has high current drain, Sierra is 30 mA on receive 

The Scout filtering sucks, yes its 500 Hz, but sounds like its 100 to 600 
Hz 

freq response. I got booming interference from stations on the other side 
of zero beat. The sierra variable bandpass filter is better than on my 
$2100 TS-850. In fact I don't use my TS-850 anymore because of it. 


BOTTOM LINE: Both are very good rigs. Backpacker have an easy choice, the 
Sierra. I drive my 4x4 to my /P operations so the current drain is not a 
consideration. For a home rig, the TT is a bit more convenient. And has SSB 
for those rare treks to insanity; BTW, where did I store the mic? 


And lastly, it is clear that I should really be looking at the Index Labs 
rig. It has all the features and power of the TT. The current thriftyness 
of the Sierra, and split operations for snagging those DXpeditions. And 
let's not forget no band modules to pop in and out! For now I am keeping 
the TT. The 4x4 can surely handle the extra weight of the marine battery 
for those /P outings -:)

The Radiokit QRP40 is on its way to the airport as I write this, with 
guaranteed delivery to Doug Hendricks by Friday. (I intended to include 
the adapter cables that I put together, but I forgot. Sorry, Doug. Did 
you know that your zip code was one for which they will not promise to 
deliver the next day? Where are you, in the middle of the desert?) 


I have my fingers crossed that the rig will arrive in working order and 
that the judges will be satisfied with the results. I got mail from 
debuggers number 3 and 4, and I think they are hoping even harder! 


As I believe I said in a previous post, this contest was more of a team 
relay race than a competition between opponents. Larry did a great job on 
the first leg of the race, I did the best I could on leg two, and came 
close to having to hand off to debugger # 3. There was a lot of work to be 
done to get the radio working. I would not have been able to finish in 
seven days had I been the first contestant. However, both of us together 
managed to achieve better results in two weeks than I think either of us 
would have done alone. 


It is perhaps interesting to compare styles. Larry attacked the problem by 
checking and double-checking the details. Since the documentation was so 
lacking, he gathered all the reference material he could about the design 
and looked for errors and inconsistencies. He methodically checked each 
and every part. He recalculated many of the design equations to find the 
errors in parts values. He disassembled, tested, and reassembled. It 
takes a great deal of patience to do this, but it was absolutely necessary 
for this kit. I remember reading comments on the list wondering why he 
didn't just plug it in and look for smoke. I have to admire his willpower 
to get it right even when the urge to ‘go for it' must have been very 
strong. I'm very glad that Larry did this preliminary work, because it 
permitted me to do the part that I enjoy the most. I turned the board on, 
and worked through each stage, playing as I went. At each step, I tried to 
predict what I would see, then confirm it. If it wasn't what I expected, I 
had to create a hypothesis about why it would behave that way, then test 
again. I played the game of "what happens if I do this?" over and over, 


trying to understand what was happening in the circuit. Everywhere I 
could, I tried to confirm correct operation in more than one way. In his 
last few days, Larry started on this part of the debugging but ran out of 
time. He would have had a time advantage at that point, because he had 
already simulated all of the circuits in his mind and on paper. It was 
clear to me after re-reading his notes that he had suspicions about many of 
the problems that I encountered. 


Debugging takes both sweat and inspiration. 


Why was this kit so hard to get working? The Rick Littlefield design is 
basically sound. The fault lies in the implementation. The board had no 
silk-screen. The parts placement drawing did not exactly match the board 
layout and most of the components on the drawing were identified only by 
value, not reference designator (i.e. R1, L2, etc.). Different versions 
of the kit work on different bands using different component values; 
however, the documentation was not very clear about which versions needed 
which modifications and which values. Some of the components supplied with 
the kit were the wrong value. The kit builder had ample opportunity to 
fail, and it required a lot of effort to figure out what was right and what 
was wrong. Some of the problems I encountered could be blamed on the 
design, but could also have been averted by some warnings in the documents, 
like "do not use a socket for the MC1350 because this may tend to make the 
IC oscillate". All kit suppliers could learn a little from Heathkit. 


I don't know if you had as much enjoyment out of the exercise as I did, but 
I would like to see the contest repeated. I would love to see how other 
people attack problems and find solutions. Thanks Doug and Chuck. Maybe 
you can make a QRPp article out of this. 


Now, it's time to get back to organizing the 50/40/30 challenge.

While at my local (85 miles away) Radio Shack outlet store, in 
search of the elusive DSP, I found two 4AH 12V batteries. Not 
knowing if it was a deal or not, I got them. Don't see many of them 
around these hinterlands, particularly surplus. 


Anyway, if I connect these batteries in parallel, I'll get 12V, and 
xshouldx get close to an 8AH rating for the pair -- correct? 


Question is: Would the charge rate for these batteries need to be 
adjusted if they were left in parallel? Each battery is charged 
(according to the label on the front) at 1.2 Amps max -- no problem. 
But two amps? That would probably be a problem. 


I'm considering building a charger from my trusty, rusty (and after 
9 months in a rented storage room, musty!) 1990 Handbook. 
Supposedly it cuts back to a "maintenance" mode automatically upon 
achieving full charge. 


The plan would be to leave them charged, and take them on weekend 
trips (I think 8AH would get me through a weekend of QRP operating). 
Might use them at home some, but not much -- will probably use the 
12V supply I already have for home use. 


Thoughts? Comments? Would I be better off to use them as separate

At one point I 
ended up receiving one side band and transmitting on the other, not 

great if QSOs are a goal. I've got the rig with the 40 meter band module 
where I want it now, but when I start alignment on the 30 module every thing\ 
is just a little off (like WWV on 10.000). Do I tweak the band module xtal 
adjust??? 

I quess what I'm asking is "Has anyone else been down this same road" and 
come up with a procedure to get all the adjustments right. With the VFO, BFO, 
xmit offset, dial and KC2 display offset, band module xtal adjust, PMO 
bandpass, TX and RX bandpass all interacting, I just may be chasing my tail. 
I have been using a Kenwood ts-850 which is "right on" as a reference.

I took the Novice and the Technician tests in 1965. Seeing that the 
Technician had no low-band privileges, one was allowed to hold both 
tickets concurrently. Also, the Tech was given by any amateur, 
General-class and higher, who was over the age of 18. Much easier, but 
prone to abuse. There were many Techs that had taken the test under 
questionable conditions. 


Enough that the FCC started to recall Techs to regular test sessions for 
retests. This was in the 1968 - 1970 period as I recall. I was one of 


the "lucky" ones. When I arrived at the main Post Office in Syracuse, 
there were supposed to be 15 of us being re-examined. Only 5 showed up, 
the rest forfeited their tickets. I asked if I could take the 13 WPM and 
try for the General at the test, but I had not filed a 610-form for 
upgrading, and they didn't have any there, so I took the Tech as 
scheduled. 


When I got up to the bench to send, the spacing was big enough to park a 
CENTRO bus under the contacts (almost), so I folded up a piece of paper 
and lifted the adjusting screw to close the contacts down to a couple of 
mills, the normal spacing that I used. A 3 x 5 card was given to me, 
with the text to send, and off I went, at about 15 WPM. The Examiner 
picked up the card, read it off, and gave it back, saying "It's a 5 WPM 
test. Send it again, this time at the right speed..." 


After I sent it the second time, he then said that I should have filed 
for the General test. "I am sure that you could have passed today", he 
said... As it was, I didn't get a chance to take the 13 WPM again until 
I was in the Med with the US Navy. Who knows? Could I have kept up the 
momentum in 1968, and been an Extra in 1969??? It only took me 26 more 
years to finally sit down and take the 20 WPM

This thread has been interesting. I have "standardized" most of my 
12 volt stuff with the 4 pin "regular" Molex connector. Why 4 pins? ICOM 
used to use it and the positive was the "pointed" end, negative the "square" 
end with the two middle pins being blank. I found that on HF rigs with more 
current drain, it's easy to use the remaining two positions in parallel with 
their adjacent pins for more current carrying capability. For QRP and VHF 
stuff, I leave those pins out of the connector altogether. 
The Molex plugs/sockets are cheap, reusable (with the proper pin extracter 
and crimping tool) and readily available at most parts suppliers.

OK... I completely disagree with that standard up front-for reasons I'll 
state in a moment... but first, at to their standard, what was what? E.g. 
Molex connectors like that have a pointy end and a square end... which was 
positive, and which negative? And did they specify which pin type (M/F) and 
which connector shell type (M/F or solid/open) went to the source and and 
which to the load? 


I disagree with a 2-pin standard for several reasons: 


1. Although it is difficult to force together physically reversed Molex 
connectors, it is quite possible. With only 2-pin connectors, the forcing 
together of the two pieces, and subsequent connection between the wrong 
polarity pins can be done-at least momentarily-with utterly disastrous 
results: blown something (fuse/transistors/whatever) at best, and melted 


wires & a fire at worst. One of the most obvious uses for such connections 
involves batteries... and with the low ESR of NICADs tremendous surges can 
pass through the pins, possibly spot-welding them together, and so on. A 
3-pin connection, being reverse-proof avoids this. 


2. With a 3-pin standard, the center pin is made NEG or GND, and is 
connected no matter how the connector is pushed together-you always have 
GND. O£ the other two pins, one is used for the POS current-carrying lead, 
and the other is either unused; used as a second, parallel POS lead; or 
better, as the remote voltage sense lead for the power supply (or 

DMM) -enabling the user to set the power supply voltage levels more 
accurately. This sense lead is present on most modern power supplies. There 
is no possibility of using this lead in a 2-pin connector (putting an 
additional wire in the 2-wire cable, and attaching it to one of the 
connector pins actually defeats the purpose of the sense-since it will only 
be valid UP TO the connector attachment point and CANNOT be carried through 
the cable to some point at the load-as intended.) 


3. The point here also applies to other connectors: try and make their 
reverse connection non-fatal where possible... and impossible if you can. 

It only takes the slightest bit of cost and effort to eliminate several 
nasty possibilities, and provide a much better, safer, and useful connection. 


Finally, easily reversed connectors should ONLY be used for AC connections, 
where their reversal will not matter.

In a recent post to qrp-l, n4xy@avana.net had some comments about the 
ARRL-recommended standard 12 volt connector. While I had nothing to do 
with selecting that standard, I did write the QST article promoting it. 


Both the handbook and my article clearly shows the recommended polarization 
and keying of the connectors. 


The triangular end of the connector 

is the positive end, and the receptacle with female pins, is on the cable 
connected to the power source (battery, power supply, cigarette lighter plug). 
(The receptacle is the connector that fits inside the plug, and has the pins 
closely surrounded by plastic; the plug is more of a shell, with the two pins 
exposed inside.) 


Fusing is strongly recommended for power sources. 


As for accidentally mis-connecting them, give it a try. I just did, and 
short of breaking the connector, there doesn't seem to be a way of plugging 


it in backwards. Mobile and portable gear should, however, be set up with 
reverse-voltage protection (series diode, reverse diode and fuse, P-channel 
FET, etc) Even if you could short things out, the fuse in the power source 
lead should protect against fire. 


3-pin connectors would solve the reversability problem, but you still have 
to be careful that you can't plug them together off by one pin. Also, 
there didn't seem to be any really good 3 pin choices available at Radio 
Shack (No, 3 pin XLRs aren't a good choice - they are used for mikes...)

Depends. I have a G5RV inverted V with the apex at about 53 feet to 
compare. As expected, the G5RV usually does better up to about 1300 miles. 

Beyond that, the vertical often does better. If you were able to get a 
dipole up at least a half wavelength (not the center of a V, but the whole 
dipole), the dipole would do a better job all around, I believe. 


I had a QSO recently where the other guy could only hear me when I used one 
of the antennas, and I could hear him only when I used the other antenna. 
Had to switch the antennas when going between xmit and rcv. The point to 
learn is that no single antenna will be best for all circumstances. 


In real estate, the three most important factors are location, location, 
and location. In HF antennas, the three most important factors are height, 
height, and height. The vertical antenna attempts an end-run around that 
rule, but at the expense of very large ground losses which can never be 
completely overcome even with an infinite number of radials. 


How would the Gap Titan compare with other vertical antennas? I can't say 
for sure, but I would think that the Gap has at least a fighting chance 
against other multi-band verticals judging by its design and construction. 
It will need periodic maintenance, though. 


If I could only have one antenna, I'd pick two. But if pressed, I'd 
probably pick an open-wire fed dipole 70 feet or more high.

>Anyway, if I connect these batteries in parallel, I'll get 12V, and 
>xshouldx get close to an 8AH rating for the pair -- correct? 


True, but operating batteries in parallel is risky, unless you place an 
isolation diode in series with each battery upstream of the "paralleling" 
connection. Batteries are never identical, so without the isolation, the 
battery with the higher terminal voltage will try to recharge the one with 
lower voltage. Ordinarily, this isn't much of a problem, because they will 
tend to equalize as they discharge. The real hazard comes if a cell in 

one battery shorts - the resulting mismatch can cause excessive current 
flow and result in fire or explosion. 


>Question is: Would the charge rate for these batteries need to be 
>adjusted if they were left in parallel? Each battery is charged 


Never charge batteries in parallel (for the same reasons stated above). 
The battery with the lowest internal resistance will hog the charging 
current with potential overheating. At trickle charge rates (C/10, or 
lower), you can get by with it, but at anything higher, it hazardous. 

We once had 2 12v automotive batteries connected in parallel for backup 
power for a 2M repeater. They were floated across the 12V power power 
bus. For some reason, they became unbalanced, and the electrolyte in one 
completely boiled away. Fortunately, the repeater was in a concrete block 
building, so nothing caught fire. 


>The plan would be to leave them charged, and take them on weekend 


>trips (I think 8AH would get me through a weekend of QRP operating) . 


This is a good plan, but instead of leaving them on continuous trickle 
charge, recharge them individually, and disconnect them. Then top them 
off on Friday before you leave for the weekend. Then use them 
individually. This way, if one fails, you still have the other, and the 
weekend won't be a total loss. 


As an aside, we do use paralleled Ni-Cads in some spacecraft power 
systems. The difference is that the batteries are made up of matched 
cells, then in use the individual battery currents are continuously 
monitored, and a battery is taken off line if a problem occurs. 

The cells in off-the-shelf Lead Acid batteries aren't selectively 
matched - if they were, we couldn't afford them!

Bob et al... Although there IS supposed to be a code on the lengths, 
occasionally-to-often on surplus stuff, the leads will either be cut or 
even backwards. One surefire way to identify the cathode lead is to look 
into the interior of the LED... there will be one relatively straight lead 
and one crooked, almost L-shaped lead. This crooked lead will almost always 
be the cathode. (In over 20 years I have found only ONE exception: an IR 
LED used in a Heathkit WX station. Never did understand why the reversal on 
it. I cannot remember if the current crop of Blue LEDs follow this-I think 
so however. )

Hi Ed... in my short note earlier about the use of Molex connectors in 
power circuits, I failed to point out that they are rated at 5A 250V... but 
they are specifically "intended for I/0 circuit connections." Molex/Waldom 
does make a very similar connector line which they describe as a power 
connector, but in reality these are intended for the relatively low 
currents of small 125 VAC power-not currents >5A (ratings up to 12A 
notwithstanding. ) 


I do not believe anyone is headed for trouble with any of the '‘'power' 
connectors at voltages of <250 VAC and currents of <5A. I would not put 
that much power through an ordinary Molex connector, but would not be 
uncomfortable at, say 12VDC and 3-5 amps on more than two pins per circuit. 
However, the current capacity is not linearly additive per pin. With each 
chunk of heat to dissipate, the connector's total capacity is reduced. Just 
because it says 5A per connection (and they are implying 'per pin-pair' in 


that phrase) does not mean you can put 20A through a 4 pin connector. Not 
at all.

This series is 
the Anderson Power Products PowerPole connector line. The are 
rated-depending on which size-at 15/30/45 amps or even 75 amps per pin, and 
will do every bit of it.

I tried using Anderson connectors for a year or two 

and discovered that with all the gear I had for portable 
operation (6M to 10 GHz SSB/CW/FM) that they just weren't 
reliable enough. The modular connectors would come apart, 
and if you aren't careful you could reassemble them for 
cross polarity... You know, those times when the Milky Way 
is really bright. 


The biggest problem was the occasional open circuit--the 
connector would visually look OK but wouldn't pass current. 
This is important when putting together a complex station 
for a weekend contest--you don't want to miss the rush of 
activity at the beginning. I've already started setting 
up Friday, so starting earlier isn't an option. 


However, I didn't try investing in the expensive 
crimping tool to see it that would help. I did finda 
look-alike connector that actually locked together 

at a flea market, but couldn't figure out who made it. 


I've since replaced them all with Molex connectors 
which have done a fine job, since they only need to 
handle a few amps max. Much of the gear is designed 
to withstand a dropping battery voltage, so I don't 
need the ultimate in low loss contacts.

Ed, 
I'm glad to see that others are using the Power Pole connectors. 
I've posted to the list before, and in many private responses, 


regarding these connectors. 

Our club (the Issaquah Amateur Radio Club) and some others in the 
area have been using them for several years for a standard hookup. It 
all started when the mobile 2M rigs went above 20 to 25 watts and the 
ARRL proposed "standard 2-pin Meltex" connectors could not handle the 
current. By design they could, but I've seen too many deformed during 
installation, and as a result fail to provide the proper contact. 

Our club buys the Anderson Power Pole connectors in minimum 
quantities of 100 pieces and then distribute them as needed. They run 
$.40 per housing w/pin assembly at that quantity, so a plug (2-wire) is 
$0.80. We use as a standard, the red and black ones mated side by 
side, with the red one on the right side when looking at the terminal 
end. 

The standard orientation (according to Anderson ) is with the 
widest part of the terminal end UP. I can't draw it here, but if you 
look at the end there is a small plastic piece protecting the contact on 
the bottom side. It is also the side with the contact retaining spring. 
(It has an "A" embossed in it on the genuine Anderson parts) The wider 
inverted "U" shaped piece is on the top, sort of 'covering' the contact. 


We use (for memory purposes) the saying, " Red on the right , when under 
cover" It is kind of dopey, but it seems to help us remember the 
configuration. 


The one drawback to these is the availability. You wont find them 
in every little town in a Radio Shack store. 

We have a printed installation drawing. If it is of interest, I 
could send it to one of the web sites.

Having only become a recent (and still very casual) contester, 

I can appreciate the "Keep WARC Contest-Free" sentiment. Nothing 
worse than wanting a quality ragchew, meet a new friend on the 
air, etc, only to find that a contest is taking up the bands. 

Or worse yet, having one blindly start calling CQ on top or your 
ragchew. Some contester's ears don't seem to activate ‘til xafterx 
they've tuned up on you. :-/ 


True, QRPTTF, 'Afield, FYBO, etc. aren't nearly on the same 
scale as the Monster Contests (SS et. al.) but they can be 

surprisingly big. Even 40-50 QRPers crammed into the bottom 
20Khz of 30m is going to make things a wee big snug. :-) 


Then there's the danger that other "small" contests, QRO 
this time, would begin to follow the slippery slope. 


> These bands seem somewhat under-utilized as it is. Also, for example, 
> 30M is a TERRIFIC QRP band, and easy for Field type antennas.
